determined opposition to Union, Confed- 
eration, Representative Institutions, and 
Responsible Goveriment, to the dignity 
of fidelity to tbe behind-the-age, despotic, 
andilliberal government of the Dooglases, 
Seymours, and Musgraves, So far as the 
fourth Minister is concerned—he who 
used New Westminster as a warming- 
pan—it is matter of public notoriety that 
his political record contains not a single 
bright spot, except a dubious support of 
uniou with Canada. Such, then, are the 
mea ‘to whom, as we have said before, 
has been committed the Government of 
fs country,—not by the voice of the 
le,— not by the support and confi- 
ence vf the majority of the members of 
the Assembly; but by the mere volition of 
tte Romp of the Old Family Compect 
that hes ruled this Province with great 
discredit for the last fourteen years. 
Such men, it is needless to say, bave nor 
ong" solitary, legitimate claim on the 
country. hey never spent an hour’s 
toil, never a dollar of their money,—never 
posed the enemies of Union, Confedera- 
tion, Representative Institutions, or Res- 
pohsiblé Government.

After the 
bomicide, the murderers returned to Port 
Madison, and then immediately proceeded in 
their smali boat to Nanaimo, where they 
took passage on the bark Shooting Star and 
arrived in San Francisco, aod after remaining 
there four days, Brown was arrested by the 
Captain of the Harbor Police and lodged iu 
jail. It is said that oue of the sailors be- 
longing to the Shooting Star met Brown a 
couple of days before his arrest and told him 
that there was a reward offered for his appre- 
bension, and that he had better leave or he 
would be arreated ; but Brown told bim he 
was not afraid of being arrested for what he 
bad doue, not considering the killing of a 
Chinaman worthy of regard, and so remained, 
and was shortly afterwards taken into custody.

Toe Late Police Case—Licensing. 


Eprtor Stanparp :—I have been waiting for 
some time, heping that an abler pen than 
mine would take up a subject, which I 
consider requires ventilation. We lately had 
& most diegraceful expose, showing how 
matters were managed between the police and 
the Indian whisky sellers. There is not the 
shadow of a doubt in the mind of.any sensible 
person in the community, that the charges 
brought against the police were true; for al- 
though the Judge told them that — left the 
Court without a stain upon their character, 
yet strange to say they were almest immedi- 
ately discharged from the police force, not I 
take it for anything they did wrong subsequent 
to the trial, for if so we should have beard 
what it was; therefore it is only fair to pre- 
sume that they were discharged for the very 
offense for which they were acquitted by the 
jury. Now, Sir, there is evideatly pares, 
rotten somewhere, aud if we eas only fin 
out the cause of the evil, we can remedy 
it by destroying the cause. With all dac 
respect to the Licensing Magistrates, I take 


it that the cause of the evil arises with them, 


[allude to their indiscriminate granting of 
licenses. Why Sir, licenses are grasa to 
mea who keep houses, that the magistrates 
must know no respectable or scarcely 
a white man at all, will enter. How thea I 
ask, do the magistrates think these houses 
can make a living in any other way than by 
their owners breaking the law. So that the 
logical conclusion is thas they are granted a 
license to breuk the law, for they can de so 
other trade than that, the doing ef which, is 
breaking the law. Again, if the holding the 
license is a medium through which the holder 
may more easily break the law and get the pro- 
tection of the police te enable him to do so, it 
follows that the authorities make a profit at 
both ends, for they get $200 & year for the 
license which enables nim to break the law, 
and at the other end, what they 
think proper to fine him for breaking 
that law; and after the police have 
gota little in the middle, the law breaker 
comes off with the sailings, the punishment 
and the disgrace. I have endeavoured, how- 
ever imperfectly, to point out the cause of the 
evil; the remedy, I take it, is very simple. Ist. 
Let the Licensing Magistrates refuse a license 
to any house, unless they are certain that the 
requirements of the district; in which the 
house is situated demand a licensed house as 
a nécessify. 2d, Let the applicant for a license 
be a mao of good character, and in whose 
integrity the magistrates bave full confidence. 
I think, Sir, by these means we should do 
away with the cause of tre evil, and thereby 
reduce it to a minimum. Apoligising for 
occupying so much of your space, 
lum, my Dear Sir, Yours, ete.

General Despatches. 


EASTERN STATES. 


The Republican State Convention met in 
Concord on the 3d and adupted resolutions 
eulogizing the Republican party as the party 
ef progress, and declared that its mission is 
not yet ended. They affirm the success of 
the Administration, reduction of the debt, 
the settlement of the Alabama claims—which 
deserve the commendation of all trae Repub- 
licans They buld that the Demecratic party 
are responsible for the war and its conse- 
quent expenses, and declare that all taxation 
to be just must be equal toall. They urge 
the abolition oj the franking privilege, favor 
honesty, economy, retrenchment and reform ; 
endorse the administration of Gen. Grant and 
propose his re election in 1872. 

Sesator Wilson addressed the Convention, 
fully indorsing the administration of Grant 
as honest, patriotic aud economical. He de- 
clared that he koew that with two or three 
exceptions the President bad received no 
presents since being sworn into office. The 
Coovention then adjourned. 

UTAH. 


Satt Lace, Jan’ 2—Brigham Young, in 
custody of the United States Marshal, ap- 
pearcd before Judge McK~an this forenoon on 
an indictment fur murder, Hempstead and 
Fitch «re attorneys for Young; United States 
Attorney Bates fur the prosecation. Hemp- 
s ead moved that the prisoner be admitted to 
bail. Judge McKean declined ndmitting the 
prisoner to bail, but remanded him in charge 
of the United States Marsbal, to bold him a 
prisoner in some dwelling in town. On leav- 
ing the Court-room Brigham tendered the 
Marshal the use of his residence on South 
Temple etreet, which was accepted, and 
Brigham was driven as a prisoner to his own 
residence. 

New Youx, Jan. 2—The ship Liverpool, 
from London, arrived to-day, having on board 
Captain Wood and a crew of twenty-six men 
of the ship Europa, from Glasgow for New 
York, abandoned at sea on the 23d ult., ine 
sioking condition. 

For the first time within the koowledge of 
the city officials, the Comptroller has sent to 
the Mayor « quarterly financial statemeat. 

The vid Board of Aldermen attempted to 
take possession of their Chamber to-day, but 
were driven off by the police. 


Jacxsoxvitte, Ogn, Jun. 11.—The Railroad 
mail bag for points north of Eugene City,was 
touad io the brush about five miles north of 
here yesterday morning. The bag was cut 
open bat it is not known whether any letters 
had been stolen from it or not. 

MEXICO, 

Advices from the City of Mexico to Decem- 
ber 7th and Acapulco to Desember 22d were 
rece ved by the Montana last evening. 

Explanations of apparent inactivity on the 
part of the Government are explained by the 
fact that Juarez ig directing all bis energies 
to the suppression of the revolt ef Diaz in 
O. xaca, and is only sending sufficient troops 
to the northward to hold the rebels in check 
for the time being. 

At latest advices General Alatorre was 
pusbing Diaz steadily backward. The force 
sent by Diaz was utterly routed and driven 
back into Oaxaca by General Arcer—the 
commander, Serate, being killed. After 
several encounters, Diaz’s forces retreated 
before General Alatorre into the city of Oax- 
aca, No other States besides Neuve Leone 
and Owxaca were in revolt. Gusymas is de- 
clared re-opened to commerce, and Mazatlan, 
it is expected, will be re-occupied immedi- 
ately by the Federal authorities. Congress 
has granted the extraordinary powers asked 
for by the President. Work is being com- 
menced on several new local railroads and 
other public improvements. President Juarez 
announces his determination to crush the 
rebellion without any foreign protectorate or 
aid of any kind, and he avows the opinion 
that the Government of the United States, 
instead of desirinz to seize Mexican territory, 
is only anxious to see peace restored and the 
Republic prosperous. 


A. Cuicaco Apsortion OCass.—Cnaicaco, 
Dec. 27.—There is excitement in police cir- 
cles aver the discovery of a supposed abor- 
tion horror of the Rosinweig-Bowisby type. 
Mrs. Meccy, a beautiful young widow -of 
Crestline, Ubio, died suddenly last Friday 
night at the house of Mrs. Fahlbusb, a female 
doctor living at 368 State street, in this city. 
On Saturday a box containing her body was 
slipped out the back way, taken to the 
depot of the Pittsburg and Fort Wayne Rail- 
road, when it was taken in charge by 
William Shaurb, a brakeman on the road, 
who said he had been engaged to Mrs. McCoy, 
and it was taken to Crestline. Meantime 
the police authorities bere got on the track, 
and yesterday arrested Shaurb at Lima, 
Obio, and recovered the body of Mrs. McCoy 
and brought both beck bere.

As he ascended the 
first step, Stoke came out ef an adjoining 
passage, saperceived by Fisk, anbettoned tris 
soat, drew out @ vevolver and rapidly dis- 
charged three shots at Fisk; the frst shot 
lodged in Fiek's shoulder; the secend whistled 
close by his head; she third took effect ia his 
abdomen, inflicting a mortal wound. Fisk 
staggered and fell, while Stokes cast a look 
of batred at bis victim, saying, ‘1 havedene 
for the son of ab—b.” This time Fisk hard- 
ly recognised bis assailant before falling, but 
made so remark. Immediately after the 
shots, the botel employees rushed to the 
rescue; some cared for the wounded man, 
while others seized Stokes, whu was promptly 
banded to the police. Fisk, after being re- 
moved to his room, became caim, and re- 
lated the circumstances of his assassination. 
His lawyer was called, and Fisk dictated bis 
will. In about three hours Mrs. Fisk arrived, 
and the scene was very mournful. The sur- 
geon assured her that there was no hope. 
Fisk himself was never deserted by his cool 
ness and fortitade, He died about nineteen 
bours alter receiving bis wounds. Stokes 
was committed to the Toombs. The Fifth 
regiment, of which Fisk was Colonel, were 
much excited, and uttered threats of taking 
Stokes and Lynching him.

ages.
